I particularly the Salt River Valley 
and Imperial Valley, in the reclam a- 
i tlon of thousands of acres of arid 
lands for cotton culture. 
In Arlz- 
i ona more cotton acreage has been 
added this year than any other year, 
and there are Indications that thous­ 
ands of acres now devoted to al­ 
falfa and barley and other crops will 


I be turned over to cotton production. 
The Roosevelt Dam has turned Into 
1 prolific cotton plantations thousands 
of acres of arid lands. 
More than 
130,000 acres of arid lands have been 
converted into fertile cotton lands 
which yield an annual production of 
about 66,000 halos of BOO pounds to 
the bale, which at prevailing cotton 
market prices would be valued at 
more than $40,000,000, 
In California 43,560 acres are de­ 
voted to Pima cotton. 
At the p re­ 
vailing cotton market prices 
this 
would yield over $25,000,000 worth 
of long staple.

The Boy Scouts of Troop No. 8 
will leave at 8 o’clock tomorrow 
morning for a ten days camping trip 
in the Trabuco Canyon Just above 
the old Tin Mine, where the govern­ 
ment has laid out a new camp 
ground. 
At their regular meeting held last 
Friday night the Scouts were given 
a list of necessary articles to take 
with them, and were told of camp 
aims, 
rules and organization.

All boys will be subject to call for 
special duties. 
The camp will be governed by the 
merit system. 
Merits will be given 
for each test passed, for each camp 
article built, for a collection of min­ 
erals.

samples, 
flowers 
and 
studying the life and habits of wild 
animals and birds and for taking 
part in regular scheduled sport con­ 
tests and for individual camp fire 
stunts.

The following acts will receive de­ 
merits: The breaking of the scout 
oath or any scout law, neglect of 
camp duties, failure to pass tent in­ 
spection, being absent from camp 
without 
leave, 
rough house after 
taps and being in the kitchen with­ 
out permission and any other camp 
rules which may seem necessary 
after carap has been established. 
When in camp the boys will live a 
real out-of-doorB life and will be self- 
dependent. 
They will signal from 
the mountain tops, will track wild 
animals, will do scouting and trail­ 
ing and play games that will bring 
out all the boys’ best talents In order 
to win 
The instruction that will be 
given them is work that cannot be 
done indoors and is necessary for a 
boy to be able to pass his first class 
teat. 
The backers of the camp ex­ 
pect the boys to return much health­ 
ier, 
brighter, 
and 
self-dependent 
scouts. 
The troop committee consists of 
Rev. W. L. H. Benton, Charles O. 
Twist, T. E. Stephenson and Maj. M. 
B. Wellington. 
The camp and scouts will be In 
charge of the troop scoutmaster. S. 
J. Cornell, an experienced and en­ 
thusiastic scoutmaster. 
Cornell Is 
a successful leader of boys. 
“We have had the co-operation of 
Assistant Forest Supervisor Steph­ 
enson of El Toro and Forest Ranger 
Garrlsh in the establishment of this 
camp and in getting our equipment,” 
said Cornell.

Sea bathing la of graal value as 
well as pleasure to many people, but 
it is a source of danger to the health, 
or even the life, of others. In sea 
hashing phsyicians have to consider 
n o t only the effect of the cold w ater 
b u t also th at of the w arm er air and j 
th e sunlight and the action of the 
sa lt dissolved in the w ater. 
The cool w ater acting upon the 
Skin contracts the blood vessels and 
drives the blood into the interior of 
th e body; 
hut soon, in 
a healthy 
person, a reaction sets in, the blood 
vessels of the skin dilate, and a sense 
of wellbeing 
and 
exhilaration en-! 
sues T hat lasts for a longer or sh o rt-, 
e r tim e, and then the blood once 
m ore begins to recede from the sur­ 
face. the person feels chilly, 
the 
extrem ities 
become blue 
and the 
teeth chatter. 
Physicians explain that the d '[Ter­ 
ence betw een bathing in the sea and 
bathing In fresh w ater is that the 
salts in seaw ater hasten and heighten 
the reaction, so th at the first chilli­ 
ness is of shorter duration and the 
sense of wellbeing lasts longer. This 
effect is more noticeable in 
surf 
bathing than in still w ater, and it is 
increased if the bather is active in 
th e w ater, jum ping up and down and 
splashing In w ater breast-deep ra th ­ 
er than swimming out into deeper 
w ater. If the bath er stays in 
the 
w ater only a hrief tim e and gets out 
on th e sand and into the warm sun­ 
shine as soon as the w ater begins 
to feel cold again after the reaction 
he can repeat the dip two or three 
tim es with benefit. 
Sea bathing is tonic in its effects, 
for it increases the respiration and 
the action of the heart. No one should 
bathe when overheated or greatly 
fatigued, and convalescents, the weak 
and the anaemic should avoid surf 
bathing, and should make their dip , 
very brief—not over five m inutes— 
and follow it w ith a brisk rub.
